London, Aug. 8—‘‘I have no words 
adoquately to express my admiration 
for the splendid appearance of your 
men,’’ said Lloyd George to General 
Uughes after the war minister had 
finished his review of the division. It 
was, significantly enough,, Lloyd 
George’s first public military cere- 
mony since his new appointment. He 
spoke with reason, for the division 
surprised even those who knew it 
well, Its formations, equipment and 
perfection in details were worthy of 
comparison with the old regular 
troops, The men’s physique surprised 
every one, some battalions, particu- 
larly the Highlanders andGrenadiers, 

seemed like long lines of giants. 

Lloyd George’s speech at the close 
of the review,delivered: before a semi- 
circle of ollicials gathered around 
his motor car, was one of the most 
remarkable orations ever uttered by 
a British war minister to combatant 
ranks.

The Colonel was 
away at the Vivision and came back 
one night about midnight and told 
me that I had been detailed to take 
the Canadian Detachment duwn to 
the big review in Paris on the Lith. 
There were 50 men Irom the Canadi- 
an Corps. We travelled down to a 
town avout hali way between here 
and Paris where all the troops cun- 
centrated for the show. We were und- 
er the command of a colonel trom 
the Scot Guards. [ was put im com- 
mand of a company composed of the 
Canadians and Australians, Tho next 
day we all, about, 600, of us, entry.:n- 
ed for Paris and arrived there aoout 
3 o'clock in the afternuon. We had to 
march right across Paris to the par- 
racks. No one knew we wete coming, 
but the news very soun spread aud 
quite fair sized crowds wece out to 
greet us. The Highlanders were che 
cause of much amusement and at- 
tracted a great deal of aitention. 3 
think the Colonial and Indian troops 
appeared to be most popular. ‘The 
next day was the day of the review. 
; We were on parale by 6 i.m. and 
marched through most cnrhusiascic 
crowds to the Place des Invaliccs 
where we were all arawn up. Vhere 
If left the troops as the senior officer 
of each Colonial Detachmen. was de- 
tailed to act as part of the guard of 
honor to the Franth President. The 
first ceremony was the presenting of 
diplomas to tho relations of 500 sol- 
diers who had been killed in agtion. 
It was to have been held outside put 
it was raining so hard that it had to 
be inside. After that we all went out 
to tha saluting point and the trecps 
marched past. I"irst came the Bel- 
igian Detachment, cavalry, infaniry 
and cyclists. Next tame the Lritish. 
then the Russians and last the 
French troops. It was a most in 
[spiring sight and it was the first 
[time foreign troops had been in 
Paris since the German troops were 
there in 1871. After the march past 
we were free though the troops were 
marching through Paris until about 
3 o'clock. The rest of our time, two 
days, we spent in sight seeing and sg 
on. When we left we had a terrific 
‘send off. We literally had to kiss our 
‘way through the crowd. We struegl- 
,ed through in single file and were all 
quite exhausted by the time we got 
to the station. 

We had a very trying journey back 
and now | am back with the regi- 
fment and quite glad to be there a- 
‘gain, Une rather trying experience 
iwe had down there was attending a 
‘reception by the Minister of War. We 
;were all marshalled up and had to 
skate across a very sitppery parquet 
jfluor in hobnaw boots and make our 
ibow.

Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manituba, Sask- 
tchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or Suv-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion I.ands 
Agency (but not Sub-.\gency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. <A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres ex- 
tra cultivation. Pre-emption patent 
may be obtained as soon as home- 
stead patent, on certain conditions.

Whereas, by Section 8 of Chapter 
31 of the Statutes of Alberta, passed 
in the year 1916, it is provided that 
the Council may issue and sell City 
Treasury Hills, in such form and pay# 
able at such place and for such peri- 
od not excecding five years from the 
issue of the same, as’ the Council 
may by by-law provide, and the 
Treasury Bills so issued shall be a 
first charge on all arrears of taxes, 
tncluding school taxes, due to the 
City of Red Veer, provided that the

Loss Through shipping 
Dirty Grain 


About 40 p.c. of the cleanings re: 
moved from grain at the terminal 
elevators consists of fine seeds cap- 
able of passing through a zine screen 
containing perforations 14 inch in 
diameter. This means that 40,000 
tons of small weed seeds are shipped 
in western grain each year on which 
the grower pays the freight and for 
which he gets no return. ‘(his repre- 
sents a loss of a quarter of a million 
dollars which could be obviated if 
these fine seeds were removed before 
the grain is shipped. The manufactur- 
ers of threshing machines are unani- 
mous in stating that their machines 
are or may be fitted with screens 
and operated to separate a Targe 
part of the screenings at the time of 
threshing. The remaining 60 p.c. of 
the cleanings is good feed and if it 
could be retained on the farm would 
mean a double saving to the grain 
grower. At least the fine seeds should 
‘and could be removed at threshing 
time.

Is he still 
out on the farm? I also received the 
parcel and as ustial glad to receive 
it.. I see by the papers you send me 
many people are enjoying themselves 
there. The editor should get busy 
and write a little about those cold- 
footed fellows and have them come 
out and spend a while in the trenches 
and get a little experience in life. I 
also see in the paper about. the poor 
boys from Red Deer that have been 
wounded in the C.M.R. and also let- 
‘ters they have written, but we do 
not see anything about the poor boys 
wbo are in the front line keeping the 
Huns back, I think they should be 
the boys to receive a little praise for 
they haven't got a nice bed to lie on 
all the time and a_ nurse to look 
after them. It is everybody for him- 
self. Some of the wounded have re 
ceived their wounds almost before 
they reached the front trenches and 
they are out of it. But we who are 
left to fight the battle are happy, 
even if there are those who remain 
behind and have a good time. If the 
‘people over there don’t think about 
|the ones who are fighting their bat- 
tles here, they should, every minute. 
They can help in some way.

J just received your ever welcome 
letter containing the postcards of 
our departure from that grand little 
burg of Red Deer. Thoso pictures are 
certainly fine and every person in 
this sack is crowding around to sce 
them. The same with any other ar- 
ticles from Red Deer. 

By your letter you expected us to 
be in Scotland by now. No, noneof 
us have bad a pass yet as we are on 
the jump all the time training for 
the great advance now’ on, which 
you will see by tho papers. The Red 
Deer boys are all chosen inthe first 
draft, in fact the draft is composed 
mostly of ‘‘B’’ Company, showing 

that Red Deer is by no means behind 
Calgary, or Edmonton, in getting 
of men, Red Deer ought to be proud

to know that when any good men arg 


needed they ‘“‘come and seo the Red 
Deer boys.’* 

It would be great pleasure to _be 
able to write to you explaining 
everything about the different parts 
of the army but we have our orders 
not to, so I can’t come through wath 
anything but personal matter, which 
will be uninteresting to you as long 
as you know that we are alive and 
well, 

You will be glad to know I have 
not been sick since I left Red Deer 
and have walked along with a pack 
with the huskiest guy in the bunch, 
so I think you can depend on your 
son to do his bit. 

You will be sorry to know that we 
will soon be in the worst of it. Most 
of the ‘‘kids’’ as No. 5 platoon is 
called have been issued with their 
identification tags, rifles, and a pair 
of ‘‘Kitchener’s gravel crushers’’ the 
largest boots that a man could get 
on his feet. They weigh exactly 7 tbs 
a Piece, so you can imagine what 
your feet would be like in 10 hours 
walking. 

We, ‘‘the Kids,’’ have completed 
our musketry course, all passing no 
lower than first class marksmen. 
Have had about a_ week’s bayonet 
fighting and are now throwing live 
bombs. ‘‘You remember the pictures 
on the 24th of May showing them 
throwing the ‘‘Hair brush,” a highly 
explosive bomb; wel, that’s what 
we are handling now. 

Then at night the clouds are all 
lit up with searchlights looking for 
Zeppelins. You can hear the roar of 
those great cannons now fighting and 
the troops going through here is 
something _fierce—trainload after 
trainload. Why, the Canadian people 
have no idea the extent of Britain’s 
preparations for the great drive. 

You spoke in your Jetter about 
writing an essay on the Mnglish peo- 
ple. Well I'd like to, but we have 
not been anywhere except to the 
different camps and the people there 
are simply ‘‘fed up’’ on Canadian 
soldiers so it would not be fair to 
say anything until I get my leave 
(I’m doubtful if I'll exer get any). 

Gee whiz, we were mad to-day be- 
cause we walked all the way down 
to the buttes and then they told us 
we were just ‘‘one week ahead of 
time.’’ Some class. 

Well dad, don’t worry about ‘‘the 
Kids" because we will do our bit to 
put that name of Red Deer ‘‘on the 
map” and if God shodld intervene 
between ‘‘the Kids’’ and their differ- 
ent homes in Red Deer, remember 
they did their duty. ‘‘That’s all.’’ Be 
good and you can rest assured that 
we'll be the same. So long, from 
your loving son, BILL 


Belgium, July 21, 1916 
Dear Dad and Mother, —I received 
your most welcome letter and papers 
last night, and I was very pleased to 
hear that you were all well, I am 
still keeping in good health, so far, 
so I can’t complain. I am sorry to 
say that we have lost another of the 
old Red Deer boys, in Sergt. Sharpe. 
He is brother to Mrs. Archie Rowell, 
who lived near to us. I was talking 
to Major Page about him this morn- 
ing, and he was very sorry to lose 
Bill (Sharpe) for he was such a good 
man. Sergt. Sharpe was killed on 
our first day in the trenches after 
coming back from our rest billets. A 
piece of shrapnel from a rifle gren- 
ade struck him in the head with 
such a force that he would never 
know anything about it. He was car- 
ried out and buried in our own ceme- 
tery close behind the trenches in 
which he was killed. 
You got pretty carly news of tho 
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big advance that has been going on 
over here. We keep getting a _ little 
good news each day, and our fellows 
seem to be rushing steaaily ahead all 
the time. If they can only keep it 
up, it will not take very long to 
break all their lines of defence. I see 
by the latest papers that some of 
our cavalry have already been in ac- 
tion down there, but’ of course not 
on a very big scale. When we get 
the lines broken on a very large front 
the cavalry w,ll have a much better 
of themselves. We are not in the 
Ereat drive, but I can assure you 
that we are having it plenty warm 
opportunity to give a good account 
enough, 

l am pleased to hear that Jimmie 
Manno has qualified as a sergeant, he 
is looking forward to promotion in 
the right way. If the 187th come to 
Irance as a complete unit he will re- 
tain his rank, but if they get split 
up into dratts, he 1s very havle to 
,ose his stripes. The N.C.O.s that 
have come to us with drafts of men 
from the base, have all reverted to 
the ranks, which is only fair to the 
men who have been out here for some 
time. I was very pleased with Lt.- 
Col. Robinson’s speech, which I read 
in the papers, L was also glad to sce 
that he had chosen such capable wen 
for officers. He has made a very 
good start towards having a very 
eflicient battalion, for if the officers 
know their business well, and havo 
plenty of nerve, there is no doubt but 
what the men will give a good = ac- 
count of themselves when it comes 
to a tight corner. The reason that 
our Battalion has done such good 
work is because most of our ollivers 
have been very good men. Our Colon-

is a triumph of modern railway station 
construction and is admirably located 
at the corner of St. Paul and Hencer- 
eon Street just north of the old sta- 
tion. The latter will be removed to 
make room for the plaza, 350 ft. x 
£85 {t., which will form a beautiful 
fore-ground with a large grass plot 
planted with shrubs and a sixty-foot 
roadway, flanked by sidewalks, plant- 
ing spaces, Lombardy poplars, orni- 
mental lighting standards, and two 
ornamental flag-poles, transforming a 
‘once ugly portion of the city to an 
‘attractive beauty spot which will not 
only be appreciated by the residents 
of Quebec, but will give the visitor a 
favorable first impression of the city. 
The building, which consists of a 
central block with two wings, is a 
morern adaptation of the old French 
Chateau Style of architecture and ad- 
mirably harmonizes with and helps to 
perpotuate the quaintness and historic 
traditions of the city. The exterior 
1s faced with Argenleuil granite, 
Deschambault limestone and Citadel 
brick, all local products, with steep, 
‘sloping, copper covered roofs. ,Tho 
main facade, which faces the plaza, 
fis dominated by a central motif con- 
iteining the main entrance which .s 
flunked by two tourelles and protect- 
au by a glass and iron marquise the 
full width of the sidewalk. Over the 
main entrance is aio lirge wintew. 
above which is an illuminated clock 
with a seventy-two inch dial, which 
fcrms one of the principal featurc ; 
of the facade. The podiment over the 
clock bears the arms of the City of

the main block being 142 ft x 65 ft. 
the concourse wing extending along 
‘Henderson Street, 142 ft x 65 ft. and 
the baggage 1nd express wing parallel 
to St. Paul Street, 130 ft. x 44 ft. En- 
tering the building through the 24 ft., 
i wide main entrance and vestibule, one 
jis agreeably impressed with the spa- 
, Cilous, light, ticket lobby, 45 ft. wide 
x 65 ft. long, which rises to a height 
'of 60 feet. This lobby is finished with 
grey tapestry brick walls with Le- 
panto marble base, faience cornices, 
carlouches and balustrades and slop- 
ing mosaic ceiling with leaded glass 
ceiling lights, the rich colorings 
of the falence and leaded glass 
lending an attractive tone to the de- 
‘corations. The faience clock dial 
sect in the balustrade at the first floor 
level with its flanking lion and uni- 
corn is a feature of the room. On 
the right side of the ticket lobby are 
the information wicket, four ticket 
wickets, the entrance to the women’s 
restroom, and the news stand. On 
the left, are the baggage and parcel 
checking counters, customs office, 
public telephone booths and telegraph 
counter,. while the Transfer Com- 
pany’s office opens off the entrance 
vestibule. Opposite the main. en- 
trance is a series of seven doors open- 
ing into the concourse. 

The concourse, 126 ft. long x 62 ft. 
wide, and 40 ft. high, fs similarly tin- 
ished with grey brick walls, with fai- 
ence inserts, marble wainscot, faience 
cornices and tinted ceiling, while the 
huge iron trusses, elliptical in form, 
which support the roof, spring from 
ornamental faience cartouches. On 
the loit side of the concourse three 
sets of gates open to the midway and 
track platforms. On either side of 


each gateway is a mechanical incat- 
or, which shows the track number, 
time and destination of the departing

A splendid train bulletin board 
has been provided on which the time 


fof arrival of all incoming trains will 
i be posted, while glass-covered bulle- 


tin boards have been provided for 
special announcements and posters. 
On the right hand side of the con- 
course is an exit to Henderson Street, 
while at each end is a_ handsome 
faience dial clock. Comfortable seats 
have been provided, as the concourse 
serves also as the main waiting room 
of the station. The men’s smoking 
lavatories are located at 
the North or far end of the concourse 
wing. The women's rest room {s at- 
tractively furnished with rugs, table, 
chairs, and couch, and is conveniently 
located and easily reached from both 
the ticket and lobby concourse. The 
smoking room and women's room are 
wainscotted with wood panelling and 
the lavatories with marble. A feature 
of the lavatories are the pay toilets 
and dressing rooms which are provid- 
ed with all the accessories necessary 
for the comfort of the traveller and 
equipped with coin locks which auto- 
matically operate by the insertion of 
a ten-cent piece. 

Ample accommodation is provided 
for handling the baggage and express 
in a separate wing which has a cov- 
ered trucking platform on cach side. 
Everything necessary for the comfort 
and convenience of the travelling 
public, as well as the efficient opera- 
tion of the train service, has been 
provided. The second floor of the 
main building, which is reached by a 
stairway from the main entrance ves- 
tibule, is devoted principally to the 
Company’s offices and a museum in 
which an interesting and instructive 
exhibit of Canada’s natural resources 
will be open to the public. The office 
corridors and museum surround the 
ticket lobby and are separated there- 
from by open arches and palustrades 
which afford a splendid view of the 
lobby as well as provide an abundance 
of light and air. Rooms for the con- 
ductors and trainmen with stairway 
direct from the midway are also pro- 
The decorative 
scheme of the interior is simple and 
artistic. The motifs in the richly- 
colored faience depict and symbolize 
en.blems of the national life, and the 
Tudor rose, shamrock, thistle, fleur 
de lys, dolphin and trident are freely 
used and intertwined.

The building was designed by EH. 
E. Pringle, architect, of Montreal, and 
erected by the Downing Cook Com- 
pany of Montreal, under the  super- 
vision of D. H. Mapes, Engineer of 
Buildings of the C.P.R. In the con- 
struction of the building, which rests 
on 430 concrete piles, 400 tons of 
structural steel, 2,000 yards of re- 
inforced concrete, 400,000 common 
brick, 75,000 exterior face brick, 125,- 
000 interior face brick, and 10,000 cu- 
bic feet of exterior cut-stone, were 
used. Local labor and materials have 
been employed wherever possible;:

Indemnities From Germany 


Full restoration, economically and 
materially, vf Belgian and French in- 
dustries gnd communities damaged 
through German occupation is one of 
the Allies’ conditions vf peace. Pre 
mier Asquith has again asserted the 
determination to force Germany to 
make full restitution. In the now as- 
sured certainty of a complete victory 
allowing the Allies to impose their 
terms, the strengthening of that de- 
termination has an important value. 
Indemnities suflicient to repair the 
damage cannot be less than three bil- 
lions, and may be more if the Allies 
have to fight mile by mile through 
French and Belgian territory, and 
complete the destruction there in so 
doing. The indemnities will weaken 
Germany considerably at the very 
time it will reach out for a trade re 
covery, and build up its enemies’ in 
dustry at (or it) the most awkward 
time, 

‘the signilicance of Mr. Asquith’s 
pronuuncement will not, be lost upon 
ollicials in Germany. ‘Lhe German 
Government knows how thoroughly 
the Beigian and French factories, 
stores of raw material, and comumer- 
cial equipment have been looted in 
the last twenty months. Germany 
caDnot get away with grand larceny. 
A month or two after the German in- 
vasion of Belgium, Henri Masson, a 
Belgian statistician, estimated the 
loss im his country ata billion dol- 
lars. A German statistician made 
the same estimate. it would now 
‘take two billions to replace what 
was destroyed and has since been 
stolen. ‘Lhe lrench losses are estimat 


ed at two and a half billions. ine 
French Ministry of the Interior as 
serts that 135 -I’rench towns have

The dismantling of a large part o1 
the factory machinery, which has al- 
ready occurred, or will occur when 
the Germans evacuate, will = run 
into'immense losses. The value of the 
buildings and manufacturing equip- 
ment destroyed or removed may 
easily amount to two and a half bil 
lions, Germany has, therefore, thr 
pleasant prospect of having, to pay 
over indemnities on this account of 
something like five billion dollars. 
This estimate includes nothing for 
Poland, however, and nothing for 
Serbia, which must also be restored 
“materially and economically.’’ Es- 
timates are impossible at present in 
the case of the Eastern territories. 
If Germany is ealculating upon a 
compromise peace that will enable it 
to make a grand play for trade re- 
covery, in both  Allicd and neutral 
markets, it will find its calculations 
once more astray. Decisive and com- 
plete breaking of German military 
power is the Allies’ intention. The 
great fleet of merchant ships Ger- 
many is husbanding will have a hard 
time bringing in enough trade to off- 
set the indemnities to France, Bel- 
gium, Poland and Serbia. 


THE POWER OF SLEEP 


Robert Watson, M.D., writes: “I may 
begin with a remark mado by Glad- 
stone towards the end of his career. 
‘I am losing,’ he said, “the only really 
great gift I ever possessed—the powey 
of sleep.’ Gladstone, who knew, how 
brain and nerves could be worried 
and wrought, appreciated what slcep 
did for him. Using the most wonder: 
ful instrument in the world in a way 
that taxed its capabilities and endur- 
ance to the utmost, and moving from 
crisis to crisis in a full life with no 
opportunity or desire to evade’ these 
testing times, he could measure and 
appreciate the value of sleep. 

Smaller men, less tried by circum- 
stances, might never discover the ex- 
tent of this boon. But all of us ought 
to know it, and one of the prime es- 
sentials in a seasoned physical culture 
is to manage this daily business of 
sleep in a way to secure all the profit 
that are ours by right. Too often we 
act as if we did not understand what 
sleep ‘was—shovea it off until there 
seems io longer any excuse for re 
maining awake, and _ then take it 
stupidly, bratishly, unprotitably save 
in the barest sense—and all just he- 
cause we failed to realize that ‘there 
is an actual pleasure in sleep. 

Meals, like sleep, are’for our benefit. 
We grasp that fact. More often than 
not, however, our zest for the 'tablo 
is purely seusual; eyes, nose, and pul: 
ate are tickied, and that satisfaction 


brings us back at the appointed hour ' 


for the next feed. Sometimes there 
is an actual call from the exhausted 
frame. But about sleep there secins 
no attraction save for the lowest and 
highest of mankind, the indolent who 
enjoy it as an escape from work, and 
the fine spirits who appreciate the 
keen edge a propcr sleep puts upon 
all their faculties.

VALUE OF COW TESTS 


Milking Records Enabled Farmers to 
Increase Their Profits 

One of the most difficult things to 
comprehend to-day is, that it is the 
amount of clear money, over and 
above the cost of feed, that deter. 
mines what each and every cow is' 
worth. Not what gross returns she 
makes. It is only when we begin to 
test systematically that we realize 
this. 
in 1906 had a herd of cows producing 
about 6,000 pounds per cow. In four 
years, by selecting his best producers 


and breeding trom them, using good: 


bulls, he ivwised the average produc: 
tion of his herd of 70 cows over 1,6u0 
pounds per cow. Twenty of these 
produced over 8,000 pounds. And 
he hoped in a coupie of years more 
to raise the average of his whole herd 
to 8,000 pounus, which he has since 
accomplished. Most of this work wag 
on grade cows, atiained by keeping 
records and by weighing the milk only 
three times per month. Of course, 
ne fed generously, but it does not mat:, 
ter if our cows do consume a little 
more feed, if they give in turn a 
greater net profit. Another man in 
Wentworth County graded up his herd 
until it is now producing nearly 7,000 
pounds per cow. These are only two 
instances. There are dozens of them, 
but there are not nearly enough. They 
demonstrate, however, that this thing 
can be done. 


When Fowl Lose Weight 

Experiments show that the loss in 
weight by killing and dressing show: 
ing that the total loss in weight of 
chickens starved for 36 hours, pre 
pared for market by having their 
necks broken, dry plucked and not 
bled nor drawn, was 20 per cent. of 
the live weight. When the chickens 
were prepared for the oven there was 
an average loss of 33 1-3 per cent. 
Fifty-four per cent. of the live weight 
of the chicken was the drawn weight. 
Birds that weighed alive five pounds 
eight ounces, weighed when prepared 
for the oven two pounds fifteen 
ounces.
